The first day of the convention was de- 
wold of striking incident. 

Nothing more impressed those in the 
convention hall than the lack of interest in 
the proceedings—the lack of enthusiasm, of 
applause. a 

All that was accomplished was the inaug- 
uration of a temporary organization, and a 


burst of tariff and single gold standard 


oratory from the corporation lawyer who

The cee was called to order at 
12:20 p. m. and adjourned at 1:50 o’clock to 
meet again at 10 a. m. Wednesday. 

This afternoon the various committees 
are meeting. 


The harmonies of a string band in the 
balcony of the great Auditorium Building 
sounded 6ut the first warning this morn- 
ing that the National Republican Conven- 
tion was soon to begin the deliberations 
upon which the eyes, not only of thir coun- 
try, but of the civilized world, are centered. 

The notes rolled up into the rafters of 
the vast inclosure, echoed among the va- 
cant chairs rising tier upon tier on all sides, 
coquetted with the flags of many nations 
and died without a murmur or a cheer. 
Those who were then in the building were 
too busy with the details of the work be- 
fore them to enthuse. They were the corps 
of mer with whom the Sergeant-at-Arms 
has surrounded himself to help him keep 
in order the great assemblage. 

Tho hour for the convening had been set 
for 12 o’clock and it was not until consider- 
ably past U that the delegates began to 
arrive. They came in slowly at first through 
the southern door and scattered themselves 
singly and in twos and threes in the chairs 
directly in front of the chairman's plat- 
form. 

These men came early to avert the ram- 
pant enthusiasm of the rooters who were 
cheering and fighting for the favorites in 
the hot corridors of the hotels. They 
were silent and subdued, giving no presage 
of the scénes that were to follow. 

Within the hall, in the variegation of 


. eoloring which had been hung from ghe 


root and from the balconies, there was 
the inspiration to a wealth of oratory and 
S conflagration of : 

Without. on the ed streets, could 
be heard the tramp of thousands ase they 
surged around the wide walls, and then 
there came at times the strains of martial 
music as some marching club, proud with 
‘thelr gay caparisons, mo in step to 
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the presiding officer on either side, began 
to be thickly dotted with the members of 
the fourth estate. They flocked in in in- 
creasing numbers as the confusion and ex- 
citement increased, the trained veterans 
of the country’s great dailies, as cool as 
though it were only a ward meeting. 

To the north of the press seats is the 
space allotted for the distinguished guests. 
19 runs along the whole north side, but 
even when the convention was really open, 
was not entirely filled. Quite a good number 
ofiladies, many of them the wives of dele- 
gates, were seated here. 

The big men in the councils of the States 
were slow in coming. Chairman Carter of 
the National Committee was abdu) the first 
to arrive. He looked a little worried, as he 
trotted back and forth on the officers’ -plat- 
form, conferring one minute with Sergeant- 
 at-Arms- rnes, and the nex) with Capt. 
Michael O’Malley, who shone resplendent in 
a brand new uniform. 

Just before 12 o'clock the inevitable rush 
of the delegates and alternates began. They 
came trooping up the aisles in long lines. 
The alternates sat where they pleased on 
e:ther side of the reservation for delegates, 
but of course the latter were grouped in 
States. Ohio, Indiana and Pennsylvania 
were ane behind the other in front on the 
east—choice seats. Maine, Colorado and 
New York were in the same order in the 
middle section, so that the States in which 
the fights are to occur are well up in front 
in good places to do battle. 

Mark Hanna, the great McKinley boss, 
came in with the rush and not a cheer 
greeted him. Dictator though he is and the 
moving spirit in all the vast machinery 
‘which is moving toward the nomination of 
McKinley, no one appeared to notice him. 
Congressman Grosvenor was right behind

This was true of them all. There was no 
enthusiasm in the assembly. It was cut 
and dried. Men struggled to get in as they 
do in a street car. Alger of Michigan strode 
down the aisle to the seats of the Wolverines 
and not a cheer rent the air. Barnes and 
Bliss of New York came in together and 
there was little comment. Even Teller of 
Colorado, backed as he is, by the rampant 
silver men of the West awoke no echo in 
the hearts of his followers. 


It seemed a one-man convention in its 
assembling, as it has in all the prior manip- 
ulation, and that one man is unable to mag-

When he reached St. Louis he talked for 
silver, and until to-day it was not known 
that he had flopped.

THE GOLD SCARECROW. 


In an article on the platforms now be- 
ing offered in such numbers, the Chicago 
Chronicle says: 

Among all the legion of finan@ial planks 
which have been publicly proposed for the 
St. Louls Convention not one promises to 
free the treasury from the danger of los- 
ing all its gold reserve by the redemption 
of legal tender notes. So long as this danger 
ts our monetary system will be unstable 
and the business of the country will be sub- 
ject to convulsions. Gis 

The danger will exist ’so long as effort 
continues to maintain the single gold 
standard. The Cleveland programme of 
rétiring the greenbacks will never com- 
mand the support of any great party in 
our politics, Assuming to substitute’ a 
non-convertible paper currency for a 
convertible one it would be found to be, 
in practical operation, another trick of 
financial legerdemain. Any form of pap- 
er money issued on a gold basis must be 
redeemable in gold on demand: Other- 
wise it must be a cheat and fraud, 
whether it be called greenback, treasury 
note or bank note. 

The Republicans pretend that a high 
tariff will maintain the gold reserve. The 
experience of the last two years of the 
Harrison administration sufficiently an- 
swers that contention. Then the tariff 
was high and the reserve low. Nothing 
can protect such reserves against raids 
by holders of paper claimed to be re- 
deemable in gold alone, but a party and 
an Administration which will exercise 
the legal power to redeem them in silver. 
When such a party and Administration 
come treasury raids will cease, because 
gold will cease to be the foot ball of spec- 
ulators and bond jobbers.

Daughters by Threats. 


Otto Herrmann, the tailor who was 2 
cused by his 1Lyear-old daughter, Barlara, 
of a hienous offense, was discharged in 
Judge Murphy’s court Tuesday. 

When the case was dismissed Herrmann 
made sensational charges against the Po- 
lice Department. He says, that under 
threats of being strung up by their toes 
his four daughters were esch compelled to 
make the allegations agajnst him. 

Several days ago Hers‘mann was arrested 
and his four daughtérs, the oldest 17 and 
the youngest 14, were credited with the 
assertion that their father had been taking 
liberfies with them. 

When the case was called by Judge Mur- 
phy Tuesday the girls did not respond as 
witnesses and the case was dismissed. Then

each of the girls. They would take one 
girl at a time into a room by herself and 
would threaten to hang her by the toes 
if she did not say that I had forced her to 
submit to foul desires on my part. 

“They even described the punishment 
they threatened and told them that they 
would tie clothes lines to their big toes, 
stand them on their heads and then draw 
the ropes up over the top of the door and 
tighten them so that their bodies would be 
suspended by the ropes. 

“Il know they used these threats, because 
each of my daughters told me so, and said 
they had to accuse me or submit to the 
brutal treatment threatened by the police. 
My, wife told me that she heard the police 
make the threats and that she was sure 
the girls had been frightened into making 
the allegations.”’

APPEALS WERE’ IM VAIN. 


Supreme Court Orders the Ringsters to 
Board Themseives in Prison 
for Ten Days. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 16.—The 
contempt proceedings in, Division No. 1 
of the Supreme Court against the Presi- 
dent, Vice-President and certain members 
of the St. Louis Board of Public Schools 
were brought to an end to-day. 

The judgment against Vortriede was not 
enforced. The others Henry Bus, FE. E. 
Lacey, H. C. Grawe, E. Landvogt, H. H. 
Rebeneck, H. C. Koenig and William God- 
frey—were sentenced to imprisonment’ in 


the Cole County Jail for ten days and to 
pay the expenses, etc. * 

In behalf of the defendants Charles B. 
Stark made return recit! that the order 
of Court had been in ‘things obeyed 
that Democrats and 1 had been 
9 in. equal nu ab judges and 
clerks of elections; that in compliance with 
ine order an election had been held to fill 
the vacancy theretofore existing in the 
Board; that a new member had been elected, 
qualified and is now a member of the Board. 

After this recitation by Mr. Stark, Arthur 
Hough of Jefferson City, in behalf of the 
defendants, presented a motion which was 
in effect a petition, asking that the judgment 
of the court be not enforced. . : 

The points he made werte that the ult'mate 
purpose of the court had been fulfilled; that 
the contempt of the defendants had, been 
sufficiently punished, the law and majesty 
of the court vindicated, and that the im- 
prisonment of the defendants will impair 
their usefulness and injure the schools of 
the city. 

Judge Gantt, speaking for the court, said: 

We have reviewed the evidence in this 
cause. We do not believe the judgment of 
the court was, in view of the facts, in any 
sense too sévere. The judgment against 
Mr. Vortriede will not be enforced. 

“As against the others it is ordered that

They were 
wished a pleasant trip by Directors Cud- 
more and Collins, who appeared at Union 
Station. 

As the directors boarded their „train 
strains of music sounded through Union 
Station and many voices were raised in 
enthusiastic shouts welcoming delegates to 
the National Convention. It reminded the 
ringsters of what they were leaving be- 
hind. They were further downcast by the 
conviction that they would not return in 
time even for the convention aftermath. 
All hope of escaping the ten days’ jail sen- 
tence had departed when the ringsters were 
notified Monday to appear before the Su- 
preme Court at 9 o’clock Tuesday morning. 

The circumstances leading up to the ap- 
pearance of the ringsters before the Su- 
preme Court Tuesday morning constitute a 
sensational epoch in the history of the St. 
Louis School Board. Beginning with the 
naming of judges and clerks for the gen- 
eral election of last March, the events that 
have followed have been disgraceful and un- 
precedented. The old board had been ad- 
vised by Attorney Stark that they need 
hold no election and could perpetuate them- 
selves in office, thus insuring himself a 
third term of three years as School Board 
Attorney, if his ey succeeded. The old 
board was compelled by the Supreme Court 
to order an election. The appointment of 
judges and clerks was accompanied by dis- 
1 marked by an assault in the 

oard room — Elmer E. Lacey that laid 
him up for almost a week. 9

cancy. Once more Attorney Stark came 
forward with advice that was again over- 
ruled by the Supreme Court. He told the 
ringsters that they were the sole arbiters of 
the qualifications of judges and clerks of 
the Tenth District election, and could ap- 
point whom they pleased, They followed his 
advice by appointing Republicans only in 
every precinct. 

Director Kelleher, whose candidacy was 
im eriled, employed Attorneys Charles T. 
Noland and R. B. Haughton to invoke the 
interference of the Supreme Court. An order 
was secured from the highest tribunal in 
the State directing the ringsters to revoke 
all appointments and give equal representa- 
tion at the polls to the Republican and 
Democratic candidates. 

When the School Board Elections Com- 
mittee, with Elmer E. Lacey as Chairman, 
met in pretended obedience to the Supreme 
Court, a cut and dried list of judges and 
clerks was presented and adopted over the 
protest of Kelleher’s attorneys and in the 
teeth of a warning from the board’s own at/ 
torney. The list contained the re-appoin:- 
ment of half the number of the original Re- 
publican ju and clerks, and many of 
the alleged ocrats on the list were 
roved to the committee to be Republicans. 

e genuine Democrats had been placed in 
precincts where they would be powerless to 
secure fair play. | 

The members of the committee were 
warned that they would be punished by the 
Supreme Court, and when their report was 
presented to the School Board the other 
ringsters were told that they were playing 
with fire. The report was adopted in de- 
fiance of the Supreme Court. 

The following Monday all the members 
of the Board werg cited by the Supreme 
Court to answer [for contempt.

PERPLEXING M’KINLEY, 


HE HAS THE NOMINATION. 


But Can a Platform Be Devised That 
Can Stand the Onslaught of 
the Silver Forces?

NEW YORK, June 16.—Henry George con- 
tributes his first convention letter to the 
Journal this morning. The famous single- 
tax advecate says: 

“Every one seems to be for ‘protection and 
prosperity,’ and for McKinley as the 
prophet of protection and the bringer of 
prosperity. Yet beneath the surface strong 
tides are running and the very unanimity is 
Suggestive of the smooth, deep green of 
Niagara as it gathers for the rush and roar 
of the fall, McKinley has his wish so far 
as the nomination is concerned, 

“The organized opposition seems to be ut- 
terly broken down. But beyond the nomi- 


nation, a threatening shadow looms across 
his path. He can be nominated, but can*he 
be nominated in such a way as will insure 
election? That has become the perplexing 
question.“ 

Then, after speaking at length of his own 

litical feelings and experiences since boy- 

ood, Mr. George goes on to say, referring 
to Mr. Cleveland: 

„How, in the hands of his Administra- 
‘tion, the hope that gave him power has 
been ignored and stultified it is needless 
to say. The effect on me is that if I must 
choose again between two protectionists 
I would prefer a Republican protectionist 
to a Democratic protectionist. If an army 
is to be massed for the avowed purpose 
of putting down strikes; if Federal troops 
are to be sent into the States without 
call of thelr authorities; if we are to be 
threatened with wars that could only profit 
spoilsmen and extravagant expenditures 
are to be maintained by the issue of bonds 
uncalied for by €ongress, it is better that 
these things should be done by the avowed 
party of strong government than by a 
party that pretends to follow Jeffergonian 
philosophy. 


“T speak of my own feelings, because 
I believe this feeling has grown into inten- 
sity through the country and emong great 
numbers of those who gave the Demo- 
cratic party victory in 1 It is the feel- 
ing expressed in John Randolph’s order 
to the waiter: ‘If you call that tea, bring 
me coffee; but if you call that coffee, 
bring me tea.’ 

“It is really this feeling of utter disgust, 
with utter hopelessness of the Democratic 
party under its present manangement, that 
has lain at the bottom of McKinley's 
strength and that has been mistaken for the 
ardent desire for more protection, The wish 
and expectation of Governor McKinley and 
his managers have been to make the comin 
campaign on the same issue that the las 
campaign was made, In this they saw cer- 
tain success, and they were right, for the 
opposition to protection cannot again be 
— ae by anyone else than an avowed free 
rader. 

“But the disgust of the Democratic masses 
has found expression in the primary elec- 
tions which insure a free silver majority 
in the Democratic Convention to be held in 
Chicago. This changes the whole political 
situation by forcing a new alignment in 
politics, The McKinley managers wish to 
make the tariff the issue, and to pass over 
the money question 4 a straddle or by 
ignoring it altogether, ut ‘it takes two to 
make a quarrel,’ and a single party, let its 
managers desire it as they may, and let 
its machine be ever so perfect, cannot of 
itself make an issue on which men will 
come to the polis to vote. 

“What people are now thinking abogt, 
and talking about, particularly through the 
West, is not the tariff question, which 
Cleveland Democracy has put to sleep for 
awhile, but the money question. The ex- 
pected action of the Democratic conven- 
tion forces this to the front, and for the 
Republican convention to ignore it would 
be to leave their candidate, once ‘almost as 
good as elected,’ to face an aggressive foe 
with a bolt in his own ranks, 

“But, while both feeling and political 
discretion prompt to the taking of the 
other side of the issue, which the Demo- 
cratic action must force, and declaring for 
gold, Governor McKinley is evidently loth 
to do it. here is no doubt that his 
strength in the West has in reality come 
more trom the belief that he was a free 
silver man than from admiration of him 
as the author of the McKinley bill. For 
him to come out for gold, while it would 

revent an otherwise certain bre in the 

epublican organization, woul insure, 
though not a break in the party, some de- 
fection at the polls, how much soever 
it might be compensated for from other 


quarters. 

The kane here, on the eve of the con- 
vention, is that McKinley must take the 
plunge and the platform declare flatly and 
unequivocally for gold. The issue then is
